-This time the 
attempt is being made with a hydro- 
plane, backed by the French naval 
authorities and’ under their direction. 

The pilot is Lieutenant’ ‘Paulin’ 
Paris. His plane, ‘the Frigate, is 
twin-motored,, with 960. horsepower 
Jupiter air-cooled engines. It is car 
rying 5,000 liters of gasoline and has 
a flying radius of 2,500 miles.

Néw York in three jumps from Brest 
to Horta inthe Azores, from Horta 
to the Bermudas: or, to Halifax, ac-' 
cording to weather conditions. and 
from the Bermudas or Halifax to 
New York.

Decline in Building Trades.

The acute shortage of houses 
has disappeared, and unless the

VIENNA, July 22.—For eight hours 
today more than 200,000 Germans and 
Austrians, members of singing socie 
ties holding their tenth congress at 
Vienna, marched» around the  Ring- 
setrasse and through other streets of 
the city in one of the greatest pa- 
rades Austria has ever. seen. Hour 
after hour streams of middle-class 
Germans ‘marched under the hottest 
sun of the year through miles of Aus- 
trians, who cheered unceasingly at 
the sight of the first large parade 
they had seen since the establish- 
ment of the republic.

THE CAMPAIGN GENERALS. 


The gazette of politics has an- 
nounced some very interesting ap- 
pointments of leaders of the party 
troops in the November battle. From 
Republican headquarters comes the 
news that the remaining important 
corps commander isto be'C. BASCOM 
StempP of Virginia, his field of opera- 
tions the South. He is expected to 
march through Georgia, ravage the 
Shenandoah, fight the battles of 
Louisville, Nashville, Chattanooga 
and New Orleans, and possibly pro- 
ject his well-fed lines into the land 
of the Creeks and Seminoles, where 
rolls the turgid St. John’s River. 
The Democrats, on the other hand, 
have named nearly all their field 
commanauers at once.

Senator HARRISON is expected to 
hold intact the base of electoral vote 
supplies, the Solid South, while Mr. 
SHOUSE is asked to capture the i1m- 
portant salients of the Western food 
belt, keeping a particular eye on 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Nebraska. 
If any one knows’ Southern psy- 
chology it is the Mississippi Sen- 
ator,. who was shrewd and force- 
ful enough to put an end to the po- 
litical career of JAMES K. VARDAMAN. 
As for Mr. SHOUSE, he is the Demo- 
cratic Roland of the Midwest: elected 
to Congress from Kansas, experi- 
enced in the issues which interest 
the trans-Mississippi agricultural 
sections, and so skilled as a politician 
that he brought to Houston from 
the dryest State in the Union a dele- 
gation largely favorable to Governor 
SMITH, Also, as a former Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury he is fa- 
miliar with the Government econom- 
ics-of the farm problem. 

The Executive Committee is ‘nat- 
urally made up of persons intimately 
acquainted with Governor SMITH 
It is not likely that any of these will 
find himself out of tune with the 
candidate’s ideas when the various 
problems of the campaign arise.

LE CONSERVATOIRE. 


Some one asked @ visiting artist 
in France, “ What do they think in 
“ your country of the Conservatoire 
“of Paris?” “For us,” he replied, 
“the Conservatory is the school 
“from which have come BERLIOZ, 
“ GOUNOD, FRANCK, BIZET, DEBUSSY, 
“ almost all of the French musicians, 
“singers and actors for more than 
“a century, and many foreigners, 
“such as WIENIAWSKI, SARASATE, 
“ KREISLER, ENESCO, CASELLA and 
“ any number of others.” M. HENRI 
RABAUD quotes this opinion in an 
article in: the Revue des’ Deux 
Mondes for July 1, one in a series 
on the “ great schools” of France. 

Every one knows the high repute 
of the Conservatory, but few under- 
stand the details of its organization, 
entrance requirements and courses 
of study, which M. RABAUD fully de- 
scribes. The professors are selected 
from the candidates chosen by a 
council of varied membership, since 
competitive examinations, it is felt, 
could not. effectively demonstrate 
teaching ability. The selection of 
pupils, however, is strictly competi- 
tive. The number in a class. may 
not exceed fifteen. Hence at the be- 
ginning of each year the new pupils 
received can.equal only the number 
of vacancies. In 1850 there were 
266 aspirants for entrance. Last 
year there were 1,164, of whom only 
178 could be accepted. Some years 
ago it was supposed that it was a 
good thing to be “ recommended ” to 
the members of the jury, and these 
gentlemen were flooded with tet- 
ters which irritated them. Now th: 
names of the jury are not given out, 
and it is generally known that on 
nearly’ every jury there is at least 


“}one member who systematically 


opposes candidates who have had 
themselves recommended. 

Once accepted, pupils are abso- 
lutely required to attend = classes. 
Unlike many universities, the Con- 
servatory will not permit the student 
to study when and where he pleases, 
so long as he turns up for examina- 
tions. As for the course of study, 
the first article of the program is: 
“There are no’ programs.” The 
professors may teach what they’ 
choose and in any way they. like. 
For pupils so varied in musical edu- 
cation and talent there is no way 
of finding a common curriculum. 
No diplomas are given for work 
completed, but the students are 
ranked by ‘a jury in competitive 
tests given from time to time.; Pu- 


, | pils also have'an opportunity to per- 


form in public concerts given by the 
school. A new and larger: audito- 
rium for these has long been needed, 
and in 1914 a. million francs, suffi- 
cient at that time, was got together. 
The war necessarily delayed that 
project, which is now one of the 
dearest dreams of the friends of the 
Conservatory. 

M. RaBAuD finds the name, “Con- 
servatoire National de. Musique et

progress of the movies has harmed 
the spoken drama in the open coun- 
try: If vaudeville performers’ can 
now be heard as well as seen in-the 
films,' the immediate result may be 
unemployment among members of 
the N. V. A; 

That the stage as an art will 
suffer does ‘not at all follow. The 
movies have restricted the Ameri- 
can audience for spoken plays,- but 
it. is, precisely during this same 
period that the American ‘theatre 
has made notable strides. The con- 
nection between such an advance 
and the disappearance of “ the road ” 
is probably close. Formerly plays 
were written and produced with an 
eye on out-of-town profits. It was 
a tradition that a manager could run 
his play at a loss in New York and 
recoup himself in the provinces: with 
the prestige of “a year on Broad- 
way.” Today the profits are made 
on Broadway, and consequently plays 
are written for metropolitan taste. 
There is a good deal about this new 
“adult” and “sophisticated” city 
outlook that might easily be spared; 
nevertheless, in the long run it is not 
to be denied that the city influence 
has contributed to the maturing of 
the American spoken drama. To 
some extent the urban influence 
would be reduced as managers began 
to. think once more of a nation-wide 
audience, this time for talking films. 
But Broadway will not give up with- 
out a struggle the position it has 
conquered on a level with European 
centres of the drama. 

From the narrower trade-union 
point of view it is by no means cer- 
tain that the talking films will cause 
permanent unemployment. Ultimate- 
ly it may be as with other inven- 
tions, vast new fields of. consump- 
tion being opened up for the crafts- 
men. The movies have brought an 
enormous expansion in the demand 
for amusement. The legitimate the- 
atre or vaudeville was, for the indi- 
vidual ‘customer, a once-a-week rec- 
reation.. The movie fans who attend 
several times a week are numbered 
by the millions. The demand for 
talking vaudeville is bound. to he 
several times greater than for the 
present spoken entertainment, with 
a corresponding increase in employ- 
ment for vaudeville artists in the 
studios. Actually, the addition of 
sound to shadow in the films may 
work an improvement over present 
conditions. At Hollywood apprehen- 
sion is reported among the owners 
of. pretty faces..without voices to 
match. The speaking actor will now 
have a better chance in competition 
with the beautiful but dumb.

CHAIN STORE BUYING. 


Its. Greater Regularity Is 
Favorable to Wholesalers. 
To the Editor of The.New York Times: 

In Tu Trmzs of July 19 I saw a 
letter from Edward F. Roberts, edi- 
tor of The Dry Goods Economist, 
concerning chain stores. 

Independent retail merchants..cer- 
tainly are entitled to their rightf.l 
places in our economic structure, but 
the strength of their position cannot 
depend upon the pressure they en- 
deavor to bring to bear on the manu- 
facturer and wholesaler. 

At one time it was pointed out to 
the manufacturer and wholesaler 
that the chain store was his enemy, 
inasmuch as it bought huge quanti- 
ties of merchandise at low prices and 
that the margin of profit per dollar 
sale to the chain store was much 
lower than to the independent retail- 
er. This in a measure is true, but 
the certainty of chain store business 
for the wholesaler when the connec- 
tion is once established is far greater 
than a relationship with the inde- 
pendent retailer. 

The independent retailer, on infor- 
mation received through the research 
department of many buying offices, 
is sometimes accused of placing his 
large orders at a time when the 
stocks of the wholesaler are heavy 
and his line of credit at the bank is 
used ‘up. 

On the other hand, from a chain 
store there is likely to be a flow of 
business throughout the year, which 
has the advantage of giving the 
wholesaler business at a time when 
he receives no business from the 
independent retailer, Furthermore, 
whereas the price at which he sells 
his goods. to the chain store is no 
doubt figured on-a close basis, it 
nevertheless yields some profit. An- 
other important factor is that the 
chain store cannot wait until the last 
minute to make its commitments, 
and therefore is unable to jump into 
the market for other than fill-ins at 
the time when many independent re- 
tailers find it advantageous to make 
their large purchases. 

The attitude of the wholesaler con- 
sequently is becoming more favor 
able toward the chain store, He real- 
izes that the chain store is a source 
of a steady volume of business yield- 
ing a profit.

It is self-evident that a tariff on 
imports cannot affect directly the 
employment or the wages of workers 
in the United States who are en- 
gaged in producing products that 
cannot be transported or in render- 
ing services that can be rendered 
only by those who live in the United 
States. In this latter category are 
included carpenters, railway  engi- 
neers, and to a great extent elec- 
tricians, coal miners and common la- 
bor, as well as many others not 
named by Mr. Hoover. 

The protective tariff affects di- 
tectly the employment.and wages 
only of those. who are~- producing 
easily transportable products, such 
as textile goods. And it is for this 
reason that protective duties should 
be levied on transportable and com- 
peting products in order that the 
workers engaged in their manufac- 
ture may be placed on equal terms 
with other workers who are not af- 
fected by the tariff. 

Doubtless the American Tariff 
League and Mr. Hoover between now 
and November will continue to point 
to the higher wages of carpenters, 
bricklayers, plumbers and common 
labor in the United States as proof 
of the direct benefits of protection. 
But, in ‘the language of a distin- 
guished statesman, ‘It is the bunk.” 
It is the favorite method of evading 
the real tariff problem, which is not | 82 
only to place on transportable and 
competing goods duties that protect 
the workers producing such goods 
in the United States, but to make 
such protective duties free from spe- 
cial privilege and discrimination. 

The evidence is overwhelming that | T® 
protective duties have for. years been 
so badly adjusted as to be destructive 
of American industry. Probably no 
better proof of this can be found 
than that supplied by the manufac- 
ture of woolen and worsted goods. 
The crying evil of this wool tariff 
consists in placing specific duties of 
a certain amount per pound on prod- 
ucts varying widely in value per 
pound. The result is that specific 


duties equivalent to 30-35 per cent. of to 


the value of high-priced products, 
and sufficient for protection, rise as 
high as 200 per cent. of the value on 
the lower-priced products, operating 
as an embargo on materials needed 
by an industry that depends on for- 
eign sources for nearly two-thirds of 
the: needed supply of raw material. 
Three-quarters of the foreign supply 
of wool is subject to duties varying 
from 40 to 100 per cent. of the value. 

This indefensible tariff, which 
crushes the industry and compels the 
substitution of shoddy and cotton for 
new wool, is the result of having the 
wool schedule written by special in- 
terests and dictated to members of 
Congress and Presidents who make 
no attempt to understand the effects 
of the taxes they impose. 

Are the elections of 1928 to mark 
the continuance of this travesty on 
representative government? The an- 
swer.must come from Mr. Hoover 
and Governor Smith. If, however, 
the wool manufacturing industry is 
to be crushed by a privately written 
schedule at the next revision, as it 
has been for sixty years, let the tex- 
tile manufacturers and workers be 
spared at least from the humbug 
about the wages of carpenters, 
plumbers and masons in the United 
States and foreign countries.

AUTHOR "OF “MANY BOOKS 


Held That. Cleverness of Many 
Present-Day Writers Stopped 
Short of Imagination.

PITTSFICLD, Mass.; July 22.—Dr. 
William Crary Brownell of 48 West 
Fifty-ninth Street, New York, author 
and literary critic; die@ at 4:30 P. M. 
today in the Williams Inn, Williams- 
town, of heart disease and complica- 
tions. He was in his seventy-seventh 
year. 

Dr. and Mrs. Brownell arrived at 
the inn six weeks ago, and he had 
been confined to his room for the last 
ten days under the care of Dr. Van- 
derpoel Adriance. With the Brownells 
at the. inn were Mrs... Brownell’s 
brother-in-law and sister,. Mr. and 
Mrs. Edwin Howland, Blashfield of 
New York, 

The body will be taken to New 


York tomorrow, and the funeral will 
be held on Thursday. 


Dr. Brownell was born in New 
York on Aug.30, 1851, the son of 
Isaac Wilbour Brownell and. the for- 
mer Lucia Emilie Brown. He re- 
ceived his baccalavreate degree at 
Amherst in. 1871. Columbia. Univer- 
sity conferred on, him the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Literature in 


1910. 

He was married twice. His first 
wife Was pee Virginia. Swinburne 
of Newport, R. I., whom he married 
in 1878., She died in 1911. In 1921 
he married Miss Gertrude Fall of 
New York, author of several volumes 
of verse. 

For the last thirty-six years Dr. 
Brownell was literary adviser of the 
publishing house of Charles Scrib- 

ner’s Sons. Early in his career he 
was on the staff of The Nation for 
two years. 


A Severe Critic of Newer Trends. 


His activity was. divided. between 
his professional duties..and thé pro- 
duction of books of criticism, He 
was known as a severe critic of the 
néwer trends in American literature, 
especially fiction. He was a critic 
“of the old school’’ in the sense that 
he was a strong adherent: of stand- 
ards and stylistic restrictions. 

Dr.. Brownell was especially critical 
of superficiality in the point of view 
of fiction writers. ‘Every one is 
c*ver nowadays,’ he said on one 

“Our cleverness is apt to 
stop short. of of imagination and rest 
contentedly in invention, forgetful 
of Shelley’s reminder that the Muses 
were daughters of Memory.” 

His insistence’ on standards of cul- 
ture was the keynote of his preach- 
ments as a liter: éritic. This in- 
Sistence was coupled with a desire 
for greater seriousness: in the per- 
formance of authors and the setting 
up of more exacting standards of 
taste. bythe reading public. He 
found the public too ready to ‘“‘frown 
impatiently on any standard of sge- 
verity, or, Owing to its dread of con- 


entices on any standard what- 
ever.”’ 


Saw" Fine Talent Here. 


Dr. Brownell..was.a great admirer 
of the classic European literatures, 
and, in spite of his severe’ critical at- 
titude; found many Ameri¢an writers 
fit to be compared with ‘some‘of the 
best: authors abroad.) His general 
theory .of ‘criticism was  based.on the 
idea that it: is. concerned. primarily 
with the study, of. personalities and

motor ride exchanging harsh words. 

After hours. of. uncertainty.as..to 
their whereabouts, “aetinite word on 
the plans of the tourists reached = 
late tonight. It was reported that 
when they checked out of the 
Hyannis hotel they had taken the 
bus to New Bedford, ‘where the 
boarded tonight a boat of the Fail 
River Line for New York. The Fall 
River boats usually reach Pier’ 14 
in the North River at New York at 
7:30 or 8 A. M., unless,delayed by 
fog in the sound. 


At Odds on Going to New York. 


Dr. Loeb when he left here was de- 
termined to take his daughter back 
to her home in the Bronx. She was 
equally determined that she would 
not go toward New.York unless 
‘*Max’’ went also, Bodenheim said 
frankly that ‘‘something prevented”’ 
his return to Manhattan. 

The barrier to Bodéenheim’s return 
was not made clear.

DIVORCEE RETURNS HOME

NORRISTOWN, Pa., July 22.—Lind- 
ley M. Hussey, novelist, and Mrs: 
Grace Tetlow Sauveur, divorcee and 
heiress, whom the writer’s wife, Dr. 
Virginia Alvarez Hussey, asserted she 
shot and killed last week, returned 
here today after being located near 
Lambertville, N. J: 

Hussey is being held in jail on a 
warrant sworn out by his wife, pre- 
vious to her “murder confession,” 
charging him with non-support. Mrs. 
Sauveur left for her home after be- 
ing instructed to be in readiness to 
return here if Dr. Hussey seeks to 
press a charge the physician made 
against her on July 16. 

Dr. Hussey, an attractive Venezue- 


lan and a graduate of the Women’s} 


Medical College at Philadelphia, was 

still in jail today, refusing to be- 
lieve that she had not killed the two 
on Thursday night, as she dramati- 
cally, announced to the police last 
Friday. 

Hussey, following his return. here, 
emphatically denied that his wife had 
any reason to be jealous of Mrs. 
Sauveur, He declared an accident she 
had about a year ago had affected 
her mind and caused her to have hal- 
lucinations. 

“I am completely devoted to my 
wife,’’ he said. ‘“‘I want to save her 


if I can and ‘re-establish our home 
life. 

*“‘Mrs. Sauveur and I went away to 
avoid a terrible crime,’’ the novelist 
continued, explaining that Dr. Hus- 
sey had threatened the life of the at- 
tractive heiress in the belief that she 
was too friendly with him. 

“Nothing could dissuade her from 
that belief, and it became an obses- 
sion with her. I advised Mrs. Sau- 
veur to go away and told her to take 
her son with her. When. she said 
she needed the protection of some 
one older, I consented to go with her. 

“The suggestion that we were away 
clandestinely is ridiculous. If my 
wife were in. her right senses. she 
would know that was impossible. 
Mrs. Sauveur is just the sister of 
one of my friends, Henry J. 
Tetlow Jr., and it was through him 
that I met. her.”* 

Hussey said. that he and Mrs. Sau- 
veur did not know of his wife’s ac- 
tions until late Saturday night, and 
was soon afterward that their 
whereabouts .was learned while, he 
asserts, he was telephoning to as- 
certain some details of the case. 

Whether Hussey and Mrs. Sauveur 
will ever be brought to ‘trial is 
doubted among officials here, as 
rate Frank J. Clark, before 
whom charges were brought, said he 
had ‘information to the effect that 
Dr. ‘Hussey will be will to effect 
a reconciliation. with. her. band.

He Adheres to the Law of Moses,

The ‘‘ingratitude’”’ of youth, par- 
ticularly of Christian youth, was the 
theme of a sermon yesterday in the

Any- 
body at all can do nothing. ‘No ef- 
fort is required to do nothing and 
there is the sin. 

“And  brutal,’”’” continued’ Dr. 
Courtney. ‘You may get through a 
year without much pain or trouble, 
but it is seldom that you can get 
through a year without being cut to 
the bone because some one—a friend, 
perhaps—neglects to say ‘‘Thank 
you.’ o 

The first place to look for this sin, 
Dr. Courtney said, is in the home. 
Each member of a home is largely 
responsible for a great deal of in- 
gratitude, mainly because each takes 
things too much for granted. 

**There is the son who forgets how 
much his parents have gone through 
to bring him up and educate him and 
help him get on his feet. When his 
father gets into difficulties in his old 
age the son says, ‘I have myself to 
take care of.’ There is the daughter 
who doesn’t contribute to the up- 
keep of her home, but spends every 
cent of her earnings on her own 
back. There is the husband who ex- 
pects to come home from work to a 
good meal, yet never thinks to com- 
pliment his tired wife on ‘her cook- 
ing. And there is the wife who spends 
too: much and. lets: her over-worked 


husband foot the bills. They are all

Normally, a position of such 
strength would mean a lower bank 
rate. But the situation is not nor- 
mal. It is; in fact, recognized that 
the coming Autumn promises to test 
severely the bank’s ability to main- 
tain money rates on the even keel 
which has been preserved for so long 
a consecutive time. 


Policy of an Unchanged Bank Rate. 


There is now strong hope that the 
bank; fortified as it’ now is with 
the largest gold reserve in its his- 
tory, will not be compelled to aban- 
don the présent official discount rate 
of 4% per cent. in behalf of a higher 
figure. If, however, the Bank of 
England’ had yielded’ to demands 
made in certain financial quarters a 
few weeks ago it ‘would actually 
have reduced the bank rate! ‘

BERLIN, July 20.—The German 
financial press, commenting on 
the American markets for money 
and capital, lays stress on the con-

Alfred Lansburgh, editor of Die 
Bank, declares that America’s 
great industrial concerns. have.

He argues that, 
owing to the fact that the Fed- 
eral Reserve did not take protec- 
tive measures in time, the dollar’s 
value has materially depreciated 
and that this is shown by the for- 
eign exchanges.

ACTIVITY IS WANING 
ON LONDON’S MARKETS 


Stock Transactions Slacken; 
New Securities Are Not Well 
Distributed.

LONDON, June 20.—New capital 
issues still continue numerous on 
this market, but a temporary end to 
them is now in sight. Underwriters 
of the Australian Government £7,000,- 
000 loan had to take 87. per cent. of 
the issue. This was due partly to 
the prevailing dullness of the mar- 
kets and partly to the frequency of 
Australian borrowing.

Autumn Gold Exports From 
London as a Probability. 


MAY GIVE UP. £10,000,000 


French and Italian Money Markets 
Least Influenced Because of Con- 
tinued Government Control.

AMSTERDAM, July 19.—The con- 
tinuing high money rates at New 
York have already visibly influenced 
the European. money _ situation. 
Rates have advanced already and 
higher rates generally are now ex- 
pected in the Autumn. The increase 


in the Austrian bank rate from 6.to 
6% per cent. was a direct result of 
the rise in money at New York. 
Next to London, it is believed here 
that the Berlin money market is the 
most sensitive to the high rates in 
America and the past week’s advance 
of the private discount rate at Ber- 
lin from 6% to 6% per cent. leads to 
expectation of a further advance in 
the Autumn to 7 per cent. 

In France and Italy the money 
markets’ conditions are not so de- 
pendent on outside influences, since 
the movement of capital on those 
markets is more under control of the 
Government, as was shown by the de- 
crease in Italy’s discount rate from 6 
per cent. to 5. But London is bound 
o be affected. The feeling here is 
that if rates remain at their present 
high level in New York the necessary 
effect will be that London will this 
time have to finance the Autumn 
American exports to Europe, which 
were financed by New York last year. 

Under all existing circumstances, it 
is believed that this would inevitably 
cause an outflow of gold from Lon- 
don. Fortunately, the London gold 
stock has been so greatly enlarged 
during recent months that the Bank 
of England ponte possibly give up as 
much as £10,000,000 for export with- 
out difficulty. 

As at this time in previous years, 
American bills are again reported to 
be coming in to the London money 
market on aecount of American ex- 
ab of grain and cotton. This 

ds to expectation that the usual 


| course of foreign exchange rates will 


be followed—that is to say, continu- 
ous decline in sterling until the gold 
export. point is reached at London 
and then increase in the discount 
rate or substantial shipments of gold.

GOLD SAFETY MEDAL. 
GOES TO UNION PACIFIC 


\Gets E. H. Harriman Memorial 


Award for First Group for 1927 
—Other Roads Honored. 


Arthur Williams, President of the 
American Museum of Safety yester- 
day announced the - railroads win- 
ning the E. H. Harriman Memorial 
Awards for the most conspicuous or- 
ganized safety and accident preven- 
tion work for the year ending Dec. 
$1, 1927. The awards are gold, sil- 
ver and bronze medals and certifi- 
cates of Honorable mention and are 
first prizes in three groups of Class 
I railroads, the classification of 
groups being according to the num- 
ber of locomotive miles operated per 
year. The prizes will be presented in 
this city in the Fall. 

The gold medal was awarded to the 
Union Pacific Railroad as the win- 
ner in Group A, which consists of 
those lines operating 10,000,000 or 
more. locomotive miles. The silver 
medal, first prize in Group B, which 
ty of those lines operating 1,- 

000,000 to 10,000,000 locomotive miles, 


was won by the Duluth & Iron 
Range Ralieoad, The bronze medal, 


railroads operating less than 1,000 
000 locomotive miles, was awarded to 
the Texas Mexican Railway. 

Certificates of honorable mention 
were awarded to two Group A rail- 
roads—the Seaboard Air Line and the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western— 
for marked improvement in safety of 
operation. Certificates of honorable 
mention were awarded to two Group 
B lines—the Ann Arbor Railroad and 
the New Orleans & Northeastern 
Railroad, for fine improvement in 
safety, 

In discussing the awards for 1927 
Mr. Williams said: 

“The Union Pacific has always en- 
joyed a noteworthy record for safety 
and accident prevention perform- 
ances. Over this line’s previous ex- 
cellent record, its 1927 performance 
shows a marked rédnetion: in fatali- 
ties. Comparing 1927 with 1926, pas- 
senger fatalities were reduced from 
one to none; fatalities to employes 
from thirteen to six, and fatalities to 
all other persons from thirty-one to 
twenty-two. The total reduction in 
fatalities was from forty-five in 1926 
to twenty-eight in 1927, or 37.8 per 
cent. Non-fatal injuries were reduced 
from 276 in 1926 to 228 in 1927, both 
years being extremely low.’’ 

The locomotive miles operated in 
1927 by the Union Pacific Railroad 
totaled 30,125,000.

BOLL WEEVIL DANGER 
AN UNCERTAIN FACTOR 


Pest Believed to Have Done Little 
Damage Due to Backward 
Crop.

NEW ORLEANS, July 20.—Within 
the last two weeks the rains have 
gradually diminished and the greater 
part of the cotton belt has enjoyed a 
period of really good growing weath- 
er, which has also permitted the 
cleaning out of the fields.

BANK MOVES $1,000,000,000. 


Philadelphia Transfer of Tangible

National _Survey Finds Crops 
Will Be Larger Than 1927. 
Subnormal Production. 


FRUIT FORECAST IS BRIGHT 


American .and- Continental

Reports of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural. Economics indicate that the 
makers of packers’ cans are likely 
to face an approximately normal crop 
this year, as compared with 1927, 
when production was subnormal.
